Perceiving the 
mrrpmos; tne - gunooar-' stowed up, 
pouring'a terrific fire from its gatlings 
Into the bush. • At the same 
time 


ashore '•-. Scott's battery was hurling 
Sshells into the native trenches. 


All: this time the-infantry had been 


pressingi'forward in extended 
order. 


The Washington regiment rested on 
the bank of the river. As each regi- 
ment reached its station it deployed, 
furnishing its. own supports. 


The entire coTumn then wheeled to- 


ward the river and advanced on Gua- 
daloupe, 'driving the enemy towai-d his 
supports.^ While this maneuver w.as 
going.on the artillery moved to a ridge 
commanding Pasig and Pateros... 


The enemy did not wait for the com- 


pletion: of the maneuver.' Before itha 
artillery-had unlimbered on tne heights 
it ;was in full :filght along a line over a 
mile long.. Therefore the column 
ceased firing temporarily, in'order to 
give the troops,a rest before attacking 
Pasig.

When the attack was commenced a 


heavy rain was falling. The gunboat 
began the-battle, steaming to the firing 
line and .'clearing the jungle on both 
sides. .The battery took up a.position 
on a bluff, on-the right, its first, shots 
being at a1 range of -l.iSfip :yards! ': They 
dislodged a gun of the enemy at Pasig, 
evidently throwing the natives into 
consternation.

With the Twentieth regiment lined 


up on the bluff and the Twenty-second 
well placed on the left, while the cav- 
alry occupied the center, only a few 
minutes were required to drive the en- 
emy into the town. The gunboat there- 
upon steamed around.-the .bend to a 
point opposite, "arid-the .;land .forces 
poured a hot fire into the natives. The

One'of the queerest tombstones ever 


designed to mark the grave of a man 
is now on exhibition at the ship hard- 
vare;store o£ William. H? Whiting & 
!o., on,the northwest corner''of Pratt 
net South streets, says the Baltimore 
ew.s. It is an old iron, anvil, with a 
ledge-hammer laid on top of it, and 
vill -mark- the 'last resting place of 
ohn; G.' Angelo, an 84-year-old ship- 
mithr.pf Poeomoke .City, Md. Angelo 
vas .born at Wpodbury, 'N. J., on Aug. 
2, 1815, and began his apprenticeship 
s a blacksmith on;June 28, 1828. When 


he had served out_>his- apprenticeship, 


nd reached the age -of 21 years his 
mp'loyer preserited him with the an- 
il and'hammer on which he1 had done 
lis first work. He has.used it contitt- 
ally ever .since. 
A few weeks ago he 


oneefcred the idea of using it as his 
ombstone, so he made,an iron handle
